3rd paper — Embryology and Microscopic Anatomy. 

4th paper — Applied Anatomy. 

5. The examination fee to be paid by a candidate 
shall be 

(i) For the examination in Theory Papers, Oral, 
Clinicals and Practicals — Rs. 260. 

(ii) For the thesis — Rs, If 5, 

6.1. At least six months before the date of examina- 
tion, every candidate shall apply to the Registrar of the 
University, for approval of the subject of his thesis. Such 
applications shall be considered by the Medical Faculty 
four times in a year as under : — 

(a) From January 1 to 15. 

(b) From April 1 to 15. 

(c) From July 1 to 15. 

(d) From October 1 to 15. 

This application shall be duly certified by the Head of 
the Collegc/Institute in which the candidate is studying 
before it is sent to the Registrar. 

The Head of the Colleges/Institutes shall certify that 
all necessary facilities for proper investigations and 
supervision of the candidate’s work will be provided. 
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The thesis shall be on a subject connected with the 
Science and Practice of Medicine, 

An application received after any of the above dates 
will be deemed to have been received on the following 
date fixed above. For example, if an application is re- 
ceived after the 1st of January, it will be deemed to have 
been received on the 1st of April for purposes oj consi- 
deration by the Faculty of Medical Sciences. 

6.2. In addition to the Colleges/Institutes affiliated 
for the M.S. Course, the following Hospitals are recog- 
nised for carrying on research and preparation ot thesis 
(not for training) : — 

1. I.N.H.S, Ashvani Hospital, Bombay. 

2. Air Force Hospital, Secunderabad. 

3. Military Hospital, Bangalore. 

4. Military Hospital, Calcutta. 

5. Military Hospital, Namkurn (Ranchi). 

6.3. The thesis shall conform to the requirements laid 
down in this Regulation and may be submitted at any 
lime within Seven years but not earlier than six months 
from the date on which application was entertained, 

The thesis shall embody the result of the candidate’s 
own research and/or experience and shall contain pre- 
cise reference to tne publication quoted, and must attain 
a good standard and shall be satisfactory in literary pre- 
sentation and in other respects and should end with a 
summary embodying conclusions arrived at by the candi- 
date. The thesis should be typewritten on one side of 
the paper (size 11"X8}") with margins of 1J" on each 
side, bound in cloth, Indicating on the outside cover its 
title and the name of the candidate. 

6.4. Every candidate shall submit : — 

(a) 3 copies of his thesis; 

(b) 3 copies of the original plan already submitted 
by him at the time of registration, 

to the Registrar, through the Head of his College/Tnsti- 
tute, accompanied by : 

(i) A certificate from the Supervisor testifying that 
the technique and statistics mentioned in the 
thesis were undertaken by the candidate him- 
self. 

(ii) A fee of Rs. 115. 

6.5. The thesis shall be examined separately by two 
examiners appointed by the Syndicate, on the recommen- 
dation of the Faculty. They shall report whether the 
thesis is accepted, or rejected or the candidate be allow- 
ed to re-submit the thesis after revision. If the exami- 
ners disagree, Syndicate shall appoint a third’ examiner 
who shall be an expert in the same speciality as the exa- 
miner-rejecting the thesis. The ‘third’ examiner shall be 
appointed on the recommendation of the Dean of the 
Faculty of Medical Sciences. If the thesis is accepted, 
it shall be classified as accepted; commended, or highly 
commended, and the result will be communicated to the 
candidate. Every approved thesis shall become the pro- 
perty of the Panjab University and may be placed in the 
Library of the College/Institute concerned. If the thesis 
is rejected, the candidate may be required either to re- 
write the thesis or to take up another subject. The exa- 
miner rejecting the thesis shall point out in writing the 
defects and make suggestions for improvements and 
modifications, if a revision will render it acceptable, The 
revised thesis shall be submitted to the University not 
later than one year from the date of intimation of result 
accompanied by half the amount of the prescribed fee. 

6.6. A candidate whose thesis has been accepted but 
who fails In the examination may be allowed tq reappear 
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at a subsequent examination, but his thesis shall not be 
evaluated again. He shall pay the admission fee as 
prescribed in Regulation 5. 

7.1. The examination shall bo conducted by a Board 
of four examiners appointed by the Syndicate on the 
recommendation of the Faculty of Medical Sciences, 

The Board of examiners shall determine in consulta- 
tion with one another, all details of the examination. 

7.2. The Board of examiners shall report to the Re- 
gistrar, for publication, the result of the examination 
classifying the successful candidates as under : 

(a) Pass . . . . Ordinary. 

(b) Pass . , . . with distinction. 

7.3. On receipt of the result from the Board of exami- 
ners, the Registrar shall publish it as soon as possible. 
A candidate shall be declared successful only when he has 
passed the examination and the thesis has been accepted. 

7.4. Each successful candidate shall be granted a 
Diploma, 


BACHELOR OF DENTAL SURGERY (B.D.S.) 

1.1. The duration of the course of instruction for the 
degree of Bachelor of Dental Surgery (B.D.S.) shall be 
four years. 

1.2. There shall be four examinations, viz., First, 
Second, Third and Final, The First examination shall 
be held at the end of first year, the second examination 
at the end of second year, the Third examination at 
the end of third year and the Final examination at the 
end of fourth year. 

1.3. These examinations shall be held twice a year 
on the following dates 

(a) Second Monday in April; 

and 

(b) First Monday in September. 

1.4. The dates for receipt of admission forms and fees, 
without and with late fee Rs. 5, as fixed by Syndicate, 
shall be notified by the Registrar. 

2.1. A person who has attained the age of 16 years or 
more on March 31 of the year of admission and posses- 
ses the following qualifications shall be eligible to join 
the first year class of the course : — 

(1) Pre-Medical examination of the Panjab Uni- 
versity with at least 48% marks in the aggre- 
gate of English, Physics, Chemistry and Bio- 
logy; 

or 

(2) B.Sc. Final examination of the Panjab Univer- 
sity with at least 48 per cent marks in the 
aggregate of Physics, Chemistiy, Botany and 
Zoology, provided he has qualified in English 
of the Pre-Medical standard. A candidate may 
have qualified in one of more of these subjects 
at an examination subsequent to his passing 
B.Sc. Final examination. 

or 

(3) B.Sc. Final examination of the Panjab Univer- 
sity in the First Division with any three subjects 
out of Physics, Chemistry, Botany, Microbiology, 
Biophysics, Zoology, Physiology t Human Ana- 
tomy, Biochemistry and Mathematics , Statistics 
and any of the Social Sciences, if the student 
passed the Pre-Medical examination of the 
Panjab University with less 48% marks; 

or 

(4) M.Sc. examination of the Panjab University in 
the First Division in any subject out of Phy- 
sics, Chemistry, Botany and Zoology, if the 


student passed the Prc-Medical examination of 
the Panjab University with less than 48% 
marks; 

or 

(5) Any examination of another University/Board, 
recognised by the Syndicate as equivalent to 
the Pre-Mcdical examination of this Univer- 
sity, with at least 48% marks in English, Phy- 
sics, Chemistry and Biology, provided that no 
one will be admitted on the Basis of : — 

(i) Pre-Medical Certificate obtained as a re- 
sult of second attempt, after first having 
passed this examination from this or any 
other recognised University. 

(ii) Pre-Medical Certificate obtained after ap- 
pearing in the examination as a private 
candidate i.e 4 other than as a regular stu- 
dent or a late college student. 

(iii) Pre-Medical certificate obtained after hav- 
ing passed the Pre-Engineering or equiva- 
lent examination unless marks obtained in 
Biology if added to the marks obtained in 
English, Physics and Chemistry at the Pre- 
Engineering examination are at least 48% 
in the aggregate. 

2.2. (a) A person who has passed the First B.D.S. 
examination of the Panjab University or an examination 
of any other recognised University in India considered 
equivalent for the purpose by the Syndicate on the re- 
commendation of the Faculty of Medical Sciences, shall 
be eligible to join the Second B.D.S. class. However, a 
candidate who fails in the First B.D.S. examination in 
the April examination for the first time may be allowed 
to attend the next higher class until October next, but if 
he fails in the September examination, he shall revert to 
the First B.D.S. class. 

(b) A candidate who has obtained. 

(i) the M.B.B.S. degree of an Indian University; 
or 

(ii) any other medical qualification, considered equi- 
valent for this purpose by the syndicate on the 
recommendation of the Faculty of Medical 
Sciences. 

(iii) or has passed the subjects Of Anatomy and Phy- 
siology of the First M.B.B.S. examination of 
the Punjab University, 

shall be exempted from! the First B.D.S. examination 
except in the subject of Dental Metallurgy, 

2.3. (a) A person who has passed the Second B.D.S. 
examination of the Panjab University or an examination 
of any other recognised University in India considered 
equivalent for the purpose by the Syndicate on the recom- 
mendation of the Faculty of Medical Sciences, shall be 
eligible to join the Third B.D.S. class. 

(b) A candidate who has passed the subjects of Patho- 
logy and Materia Medica at the— 

(i) M.B.B.S. examination of an Indian University; 

or 

(ii) any other medical qualification considered equi- 
valent for this purpose by the Syndicate on the 
recommendation of the Faculty of Medical 
Sciences, shall be exempted from the subjects of 
General Pathology and Bacteriology only of the 
second B.D.S. examination. 

2.4. (a) A person who has passed the Third B.D.S. 
examination of the Panjab University or an examination 
of any other recognised University in India considered 
equivalent tor the purpose by the Syndicate on the re- 
commendation of Faculty of Medical Sciences, shall be 
eligible to join the Final B.D.S. class. 
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(b) A candidate who has — 

(i) Obtained the M.B.B.S. degree of an Indian Uni- 
versity; or 

(ii) Obtained any other Medical qualification con- 
sidered equivalent for this purpose by the Syndi- 
cate on the recommendation of the Faculty of 
Medical Sciences, shall be exempted from the 
subjects cl Medicine and Surgery only of the 
Third B.D.S. examination. He shall, however, 
be examined in Dental Materia Medici which 
shall be combined with Dental Surgery and 
Pathology with Dental Bacteriology all ot which 
shall be combined and considered as one subject. 
In addition, he shall be examined in the subjects 
of Human Dental Anatomy, Physiology and 
Dental Histology, details of which are given in 
Regulation 4.4 against the Second B.D.S. exami- 
nation. 

3.1. A student who possesses the qualifications laid 
down in Regulation 2,1/2. 2/2. 3/2,4 and satisfies the 
following requirements duly certified by the Principal of a 
college affiliated to th e University in the Faculty of Medi- 
cal Sciences for the degree oi Bachelor of Dental Surgery, 
shall be eligible to appear in the First/Second /Third/ 
Final B.D.S. examination : — 

(a) of having been on the rolls of the college 
throughout the academic year preceding the 
examination; 

(b) of having good character; 

(c) of having attended not less than 80% of the 
full course of — 

(i) lectures; and

3.3. A candidate who has completed the proscribed 
course as laid down in these regulations and Is unable to 
appear in the examination, or, having appeared has fail- 
ed, may be admitted to subsequent examination, as under, 
on payment of the prescribed fee on each occasion and

MASTER OF DENTAL SCIENCE (M.D.S.) 

1.1. The duration of the course of instruction for the 
degree of Master of Dental Science (M.D.S.) shall be 
two years, in an institution affiliated to the University in 
the Faculty of Medical Sciences for the M.D.S, Course, 

1.2. The M,D,S. examination shall consist of Parts I 
and II and shall be held in the following specialities of 
which a student shall offer one : — 

(i) Pedodcntia and Preventive Dentistry, 

(ii) Dental Prosthesis and Crown and Bridge-work; 
and 

(iii) Periodontia. 

1.3. The Part I and II examinations shall be held 
twice a year in the months of May and October on such 
dates as may be fixed by the Syndicate. 

1.4. The dates fixed 'for the examination and the last 
dates for receipt of admission forms and fee shall be 
notified by the Registrar. 
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2.1. A person who possesses the following qualifications 
shall be eligible to join the course :> — 

(a) degree of Bachelor of Dental Surgery (B.D.S.) 
of the Panjab University; 

or 

(b) a degree of another University recognised by 
the Syndicate as equivalent to (a). 

2.2. A student who has passed M.D.S. Part I exami- 
nation of the Panjab Universitv shall be eligible to loin 
Part II class of the M.D.S. course. 

3.1, A student who possesses the qualifications prescrib- 
ed in Regulation 2.1./2.2 and satisfies the following 
requirements duly certified by the Principal of a college 
affiliated to the University for the M.D.S. course, shall 
be eligible to appear in Part I /II examination : — 

(a) of having been on the rolls of the college 
throughout the academic year preceding the 
examination;

(c) of having completed the prescribed training to

The thesis shall be typewritten and must attain a high 
standard and shall be satisfactory as regards literary 
presentation as well as in otner respects. It shall terminate 
with a summary embodying conclusions arrived at by 
the candidate, 

(b) In case a candidate desires to change the sub- 
ject of his thesis, at a later stage, he shall apply 
to the Board of Studies m Dentistry, for per- 
mission to do so. 

(c) The thesis shall embody the result of the candi- 
date’s own experience of research, and shall be 
accompanied by precise reference to the publica- 
tions quoted. In his thesis, the candidate shall 
indicate in what respects his contribution 
appears to him to advance the knowledge of 
practice of dentistry . 

(d) The thesis shall be submitted within u period of 
three years from the date the subject of thesis 
was appioved by the Board of Studies in 
Dentistry. This period may be extended in ex- 
ceptional circumstances by : — 

(a) the Registrar . . up to one month. 

(b) the Vice-Chancellor . . beyond one month, 

but not exceed-

6.1. Part 1 examination shall be conducted by a Board 
qf examiners, consisting of two internal and two external 
examiners nominated by the Syndicate on the recommen-

6.2. The thesis shall be examined separately by two 
examiners one internal and one external nominated by 
the Syndicate on the recommendation of the Board of 
Studies in Dentistry, who shall report as to whether the 
thesis shall be accepted or rejected.

DEGREE OF BACHELOR OF PHARMACY 

1.1. The duration of the course of instruction for the 
Degree of Bachelor of Pharmacy shall be three years. 

1.2. There shall be three examinations viz, First, Second 
and Final. All the.e examinations shall be held twice a 
year, ordinarily in the months of April and September, 
on such dates -as may be fixed by the Syndicate, The first 
examination will be held at the end of first year, the 
second examination at the end of second year and Final 
examination at the end of third year. 

1.3. Every candidate shall have the option of appear- 
ing in the examination either in April or in September 
but he shall appear in the whole examination when he 
takes the examination for the first time. 

2. The dates ot the examinations and the last date for 
receipt of admission form and fee, without and with late 
fee of Rs. 5, as fixed by the Syndicate, shall be notified 
by the Registrar. 

3.1, A person who has passed one of the following 
examinations shall be eligible to join the first year class 
of the course : — 

(a) The Pre-Medical examination of the Panjab

University;

3.2, A student who has passed the Firsf B, Pharm. 
examination shall be eligible to join the second year class. 

3.3, A person who has passed second B. Pharm. exami- 
nation shall be elgible to join Third (Final) Year Class. 

4.1, A student who possesses the qualifications laid 
down in Regulation 3-1/3. 2/3. 3, has been on the rolls of 
the Uriiversity Department of Pharmaceutical Sciences/ 
a college affiliated for this examination for the academic 
year preceding the examination, and submits to the Regi- 
strar, the following certificates signed by the Head of the 
Department/College shall be eligible to appear in the 
First/Second/ Final examination ; — 

(a) of good character; 

(b) of having attended not less than 75% of the full 
counsc of lectures and practical in each of the 
subjects. 

4.2. A deficiency in the required number of lectures 
and practicals may be condoned by the Head of the 
Department /College, up to 10% in lecture y and up to 5% 
in practicals, 

4.3. A candidate who has completed the prescribed 
number of lectures and practicals, does not appear in the 
examination or having appeared has failed may be allowed 
Lo appear in the next three consecutive examinations, 
without attending a fresh course. 

4.4, If a candidate is unable to dear the First exami- 
nation in four consecutive chances commencing with the 
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the First examination of his own class, shall not be 
allowed to continue his studies for this course. This shall, 
however, not affect the right of a candidate to appear in 
one subject under Regulation 9. 

4,5, A candidate who has short of the required attend* 
ranch at lectures and practical for the examination to be 
held in April may, after making up the deficiency, appear 
in the examination to be held in September. 

5. The examination fee to Jje paid by a candidate shall
